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Council Changes Its Election Date, 
Takes Note of Crime Prevention

Most of the items dealt 
with by city council at its 
regular meeting on Tuesday 
evening, October 7, were in¬ 
ternal city matters relating 
to construction, Roosevelt 
Center and committee affairs 
and were handled routinely, 
except for one debate spark¬ 
ed by city charter amend¬ 
ments to change the date of 
the council's election. There 
was also a continuing differ¬ 
ence of views on the North 
End School. Some other a- 
?enda items were the citizen 
Crime Watch program, con¬ 
tinuing development in the 
area and an update on the 
Beltway Plaza traffic situa¬ 
tion. 

Cauirdl did take time out to 
aote the eo&tittg departure 
Greenibelt of “one of out* sterling 
citizens," Katherine Keene, who 
has served the community for 
many years (on city committees, 
the Greenbelt News Review and 
various other organizations) and 
will be moving to Seattle. 

New Election Date 

The first of a series of charter 
amendments, setting up a new 
city election date on “the first 
Tuesday following the first Mon¬ 
day of November in odd-number¬ 
ed years," prompted Council- 
member Tom White to speak a- 
gainst the change- He cited pos¬ 
sible drawbacks such as affect¬ 
ing council efficiencey with a ctm- 
paigning period that is “unneces¬ 
sarily long/' and giving a parti¬ 
san flavor «to the Green belt elec¬ 
tion. White concluded his state¬ 
ment with the comment that “I’ve 
never heard anybody complain or 
ask for this charter change.” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld respond¬ 
ed that “the city is much larger 
(and) the process needs more 
time." He and council member 
Joe Isaacs felt that the cooler 
wesaither of November was better 
for campaigning than the heat of 
August. White replied that the 
council was already in a “dorm¬ 
ant” or “reduced decision-mak¬ 
ing mode*' during the summer 
months and argued that the 
change would prolong this state, 
but Council-member Antoinette 
Bram said that /this past sum¬ 
mer we had 22 meetings, so we 
shouldn’t give the public the im¬ 
pression that we desert the city 
in the summer-" 

Resident Barry Schlesinger sup¬ 
ported the change from the floor, 
citing a later registration dead¬ 
line and possible benefit from the 
council opiating under “the spot¬ 
light of a coming election,” in 
addition to the removal of con¬ 
flict with the Jewish Holy Days. 


After Councilmember Ed Putens 
also spoke in support of the 
change, the three resolutions in¬ 
volved were approved on a vote 
of 4-1 with White voting against 
them. 

Crime Watch Presentation 

Weidenfeld presented a formal 
framed proclamation, declaring 
the month of October as “Crime 
Prevention Month in Greenbelt," 
to chairperson Valerie Siegel of 
the city’s Crime Prevention Com¬ 
mittee and to city police chief 
Francis Hutson. Siegel, in ac¬ 
cepting the presentation, noted 
that several events in the Crime 
Watch program were currently 
taking place. Among these was 
the weil-aittended meeting at the 
Grenlbriar Community Center on 
September JO, which will be fol¬ 
lowed by Youth Awareness ses¬ 
sions 'at Center School and 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School (October 22), business 
crime watch programs at the Ac¬ 
ademy Six theaters (beginning 
October 29) and movies at the 
Utopia Theater on October 25. 

In his response to council, Hut¬ 
son, who will be leaving Green- 
belt to take a post in Florida, 
thanked council for its support 
during his two-and-a-half year 
stint and commented that Green- 
belt has one of the best police de¬ 
partments in the area. The coun¬ 
cil members expressed disap¬ 
pointment at his leaving “so ear¬ 
ly," Isaacs saying “you did a 
tremendous job of boosting mor¬ 
ale." 

With respect to the Crime 
Watch program, Weidenfeld la¬ 
ter in the meeting proposed a 
concept of individual citizens 
having their own small CB radios 
for use in an emergency. His 
proposal was prompted by his 
daughter’s purchase of a porta¬ 
ble version which can fit in a 
glove compartment yet be quick¬ 
ly set up in a car for use. Weid¬ 
enfeld suggested that perhaps the 
city could purchase a large num¬ 
ber for sale to citizens, and if 
several hundred people partici¬ 
pated, it might be a useful ad¬ 
junct to the regular Crime 
Watch program. There was some 
discussion of the practical as¬ 
pects of implementation, with 
City Manager James Giese men¬ 
tioning that according to' the po¬ 
lice chief a necessary base sta¬ 
tion might be set up at the po¬ 
lice station. 

In a related action, council ap¬ 
proved the purchase of more 
computer terminals and printers 
for the police department, which 
will provide access to criminal 
and motor vehicle information 
from Prince Georges County (a 
system called CJIS) instead of 
from the current Maryland MI¬ 


LES system. This will allow fas¬ 
ter access to recent events in the 
law enforcement area, rather 
than waiting several months for 
the state system's files to be up¬ 
dated. 

North End School 

The city’s Community Rela¬ 
tions Advisory Board (CRAB) 
proposes to distribute a city¬ 
wide questionnaire drafted by 
city staff, on possible uses of the 
North End School building, Ac¬ 
cording to CRAB, the question¬ 
naire “does not make any promis¬ 
es on future uses, and it is hoped 
it will not be taken that way. 
Rather, it is an attempt to deter¬ 
mine the level of community sup¬ 
port for the uses listed." 

However, a staff memorandum

Roosevelt Center Sidewalks 
Are Temporarily Repaired 

Residents using the Roosevelt 
Center recently, have probably 
noticed the changes that have oc¬ 
curred to the walkway areas. 
Those portions in the Mall area 
most in need of repacement have 
been replaced with new concrete. 
The bad areas in front of the 
stores have been filled, covered 
and leveled with asphalt leaving a 
smooth surface. This method was 
considerably less expensive than 
taking out all the sidewalk that 
would have to be removed. Addi¬ 
tional work will occur in the cob¬ 
blestone areas which will be filled 
with stone chips to level the 
walking surface. 

Although these measures are 
not the most attractive, as a tem¬ 
porary solution they do provide a 
safer walking surface. Tempor¬ 
ary measures were selected be¬ 
cause in the next few months 
the city will be hiring a land¬ 
scape architect consultant to de¬ 
sign more permanent improve¬ 
ments to all of the public areas 
in the Center including the walk¬ 
ways. 


McAndrew reported that police 
investigation quickly led to identi¬ 
fication of the driver as being a 
43-year-old male resident of the 
69 court of Ridge Road. The man, 
said McAndrew, was arrested at 
his home later the same morning, 
and was charged with driving 
while intoxicated, leaving the 
scene of a personal injury acci¬ 
dent, and reckless driving.

GHI Membership Shows Great Interest 
In Corporation Plans to Improve Parking

Members of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. crowded the city 
council chamber on Septem¬ 
ber 29 to hear plans for a 
new parkin# policy in GHI 
neighborhoods. About 70 
members attended the hear¬ 
ing, which was also telecast. 
Judging from the comments, 
the size of the crowd and the 
relatively few negative com¬ 
ments it seemed that most of 
those present were in favor 
of the new approach to an 
old problem. 

Nathan Shinderman, who said 
he has been in Greenbelt from 
the beginning, gave the most 
general approval to the proposed 
policy, which he called the most 
“comprehensive and intelligent 
approach" he has seen since GHI 
began in 1953. 

GHI President Margaret Ho- 
gensen reviewed the parking 
problem: a general lack of park¬ 
ing places, danger to members 
(particularly women) who can’t 
find a place near their unit to 
park at night; inconvenience 
caused by unauthorized use of 
spaces, use of garage's for stor¬ 
age. The proposed remedy will, 
for the first time since GHI was 
formed, count garages as park¬ 
ing places. Under the plan, each 
GHI unit would have one reserv¬ 
ed parking place (either a ga¬ 
rage or space) as dose to the 
unit as possible. 

According to information sent 
to members by the board of di¬ 
rectors, the preferences of mem¬ 
bers living in courts with both 
spaces and garages will be con¬ 
sidered when garages and spaces 
are assigned. First priority for 
garages will be given to those 
presently renting gtrages, second 
priority to court members on a 
waiting list. A revised garage 


priority system will decide other 
allocation questions. 

Rental garages will not auto¬ 
matically ‘belong’ to a unit. 
When a unit is sold, the first 
member on the court waiting list 
(if there is one) would have pre¬ 
ference over the buyer of the 
unit. Members with a garage 
would continue to pay the stand¬ 
ard garage rent (now $18.50 per 
month). Exchanges within the 
same court (space for space or 
garage for garage) could be made 
by members with GHI approval. 
Visitor spaces would be available 
on a first-come basi's and no mem¬ 
ber would be allowed to park 
more than two cars in any court. 

The second part of the propos¬ 
ed policy would be an effort to 
build additional parking spaces 
to provide an average of 1.85 
parking spaces per unit (includ¬ 


ing street parking in GHI neigh¬ 
borhoods). According to Hogen- 
sen, available parking now av¬ 
erages 1.81 spaces in GHI overall. 

Member Quest hum 
Fourteen members spoke at the 
meeting; most asked questions 
and few appeared to lie opposed 
to the proposal. John Vanden- 
berg ot the 6 Court of Ridge said 
the plan sounded workable and 
asked for clarification about how 
garages would be assigned. The 
reply indicated that there would 
be a court waiting list and that 
members who rented more than 
one garage would be bumped in 
order to give garages to those on 
the list. Hogensen emphasized 
that those who now rent only one 
garage would be undisturbed. In 
reply to a question from Keith

If it is indeed imnossiHe for 
the city to find someone who can 
make an endeavour at North 
End School be of educational ser¬ 
vice and also be productive en¬ 
ough to pay its own way, then 
the city should arrange for de¬ 
molition of the building and the 
use of the open land as yet an¬ 
other commons. In no way should 
there be continued the inadver¬ 
tent vandalism of allowing the 
building to stand while not pay¬ 
ing adequate attention to it.

In answer to the concern ex¬ 
pressed in a recent letter about 
the cost to taxpayers for the 
Greenbelt Museum, the following 
may be of interest. Based on 
current assessments for proper¬ 
ties in different parts of the city, 
the amount of the average house¬ 
hold's yearly tax bill devoted to 
the outright purchase of the mu¬ 
seum building by the city would 
be for each of the next five 
years: $1.53 for Boxwood, $1.12 
for Lakewood, $1.34 for Windsor 
Green, 56c for GHI 2-bedroom 
frame and 84c for GHI 3-bed- 
room brick. 

It is also helpful to remember 
that this property will be owned 
'by the city. If, at the end of 
fiv eor ten years, the City Council 
should feel that the Museum is 
not a success, it would be free 
to dispose of the property and 
get the money back. 

The members of the Greenbelt 
Museum Committee feel that this 
is an appropriate use of tax funds 
which will benefit all citizens of 
Greenibelt and their children for 
many years in the future.

about the questionnaire contain¬ 
ed negative comments (“both too 
long and complicated and too 
simplistic”) which were repeated 
by Giese to council. Giese said 
he was “surprised that CRAB is 
going ahead with it” 

In View of this, Weidenfeld 
suggested that a work session 
was needed on the questionnaire. 
White separately criticized the 
questionnaire for what he termed 
its “lack of objectivity,” and 
asked what staff had done in re¬ 
sponse to Weidenfeld’s original 
list of about twenty questions on 
North End School. Isaacs sup¬ 
ported this query as being per¬ 
tinent to evaluation of the ques¬ 
tionnaire, though Bram felt the 
query was not relevant. 

After Konrad Herling of CR¬ 
AB provided some background

White noted that it would be 
better if WSSC were to retain 
the small tract as an undevelop¬ 
ed buffer strip, and Giese and 
Weidenfeld agreed this would be 
the best outcome. The staff rec¬ 
ommendation was adopted with 
this modification. 

In response to a question by 
Putens, city aide Celia Wilson in¬ 
formed council that the Sunrise 
Village development (termed 
“that humongous highrise” by 
Putens) has been “brokered” 
and will likely be built ac¬ 
cording to the approved plans.

Chernikoff, 4 Court of Crescent, 
Hogensen affirmed that members 
who actually own their garages 
(that is, a specific garage goes 
with the unit) will continue to 
have the "right to occupy them. 

Members* comments broke 
down roughly into two types, de¬ 
pending on whether the member 
personally has trouble finding a 
parking place. Doug Love of 
Plateau Place said there was no 
problem in his court- He agreed 
with GHI General Manager Ron 
Colton that the area formerly 
occupied by the boiler plant could 
usefully be turned into addition¬ 
al parking.

Ken Lundregan of the 13 Court 
of Ridge, the speaker who was 
most critical of the proposal ask¬ 
ed : “If we don't have a problem, 
why not leave us alone?” He 
also insisted that it is none of 
GHIs business if he wants to use 
his garage for storage. 

Hogensen replied that there is 
no way the overall parking prob¬ 
lems can be solved in individual 
courts while leaving other courts 
out of the solution. Peter Lieb- 
scher, also of 13 Court of Ridge, 
pointed out that people who lave 
in courts with no parking prob¬ 
lems, probably paid more for their 
units, since, presumably, abun¬ 
dant parking makes a court more 
desirable, Mary Curtis of 9 Court 
of Ridge countered that argu¬ 


ment, however, by pointing out 
that the general membership pays 
for maintaining the parking spa¬ 
ces in courts with abundant park¬ 
ing while having no access to 
those spaces. Another member 
also pointed out that members 
have to think of other people's 
safety, not just their own con¬ 
venience. 

Several persons expressed 
doubts about the need for the pro¬ 
gram or offered suggestions for 
altering it. Charles Braun of 4 
Court of Laurel Hill said that 
the main problem now is lack of 
cooperation. He cited the ten¬ 
dency to park in visitor spaces. 
Ed Young of 36 Court of Ridge 
indicated tht he sees the biggest 
problem to be inoperable vehicles, 
or at least cars which move very 
rarely, that are parked on the 
streets. 

Both Braun and Martin Mur¬ 
ray of 9 Court of Southway sug¬ 
gested that increased use of 
public transportation might alle¬ 
viate the parking problem. Mur¬ 
ray suggested that changing dem¬ 
ographics—with an older popula¬ 
tion and fewer teenagers—might 
make the parking change unneces¬ 
sary. Colton agreed that GHI 
membership now tends toward 
young people and older members, 
with fewer middle-aged members. 
He did not appear to agree, how¬ 
ever, that the problem will go a- 
way, 

Don Volk, 17 Court of Ridge, 
spoke for himself and once as 
chairman of the Aesthetics and 
Environment Committee of GHI. 


Speaking for himself, he said he 
thought the price gap between 
zero for a parking space and 
$18.50 per month for a garage is 
too large. He suggested that 
part of the cost of adding park¬ 
ing spaces be borne by the mem¬ 
bers who benefit. (As proposed, 
the cost of making new spaces 
would be borne by the entire 
memership as a shared cost.) 
Chernikoff took issue with this 
position, saying he felt the cost 
should be shared. 

Committee Response 

Volk, speaking for the A&E 
Committee, basically agreed with 
the attempt to provide a reserved 
space for each unit; but they 
felt that the number of new spa¬ 
ces should be kept to a minimum 
to preserve green space, the new 
spaces should be sited and land¬ 
scaped carefully and the garage 
doors should be retained. (The 
last recommendation referred to a 
once-mentioned proposal to re¬ 
move all garage doors so that 
those used for storage would be 
readily identifiable. Hogensen re¬ 
marked that she didn't think this 
proposal had ever been seriously 
considered.) 

Hogensen got less response 
when she tried to elicit reactions 
to the second half of the parking 
proposal—the addition of new 
spaces to try to bring overall 
parking in GHI neighorhoods up 
to 1.85 places per unit. Colton 
estimated that getting to this fi¬ 
gure would mean adding 60-70 
parking spaces at an estimated 
$1000 per space. This figure may 
have contributed to the general 
lack of enthusiasm displayed by

the members present. 

The board did get some advice 
from Chernikoff, who said care 
should be used in identifying 
where spaces are needed. He 
recommended a “one space here, 
one space there” approach in or¬ 
der to preserve green space. Eve¬ 
lyn Feller of 11 Court of Ridge 
suggested that the small, unused 
boiler rooms present in many 
courts be dismantled and the 
space used for parking. Colton 
indicated interest in this idea. 


According to a letter sent by 
members to Hogensen and to re¬ 
marks made by Colton, meetings 
with the members will help to 
complete and solidify the parking 
plan and its implementation. The 
letter promised meetings for in¬ 
dividual courts or groups of 
courts to discuss specific details 
affecting individual members. Col¬ 
ton also outlined plans to divide 
the GHI area into sectors and to 
look at the parking plan within 
sectors.

Jfrgdy CHARTER AMENDMENT 

At its regular meeting held on October 7. 1986, the City Council 
otf Greenbelt, Maryland adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
1986-4 (Resolution Number 632), and the following title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 
13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED 
CODE OF MARYLAND, SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, 
TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT 
FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF 
MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983), AS PRE¬ 
PARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFER¬ 
ENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SEC¬ 
TION 5. TITLE “MEETINGS”, TO PROVIDE THAT SPECIAL 
MEETINGS OF THE COUNCIL MAY BE CALLED UPON MO¬ 
TION OF COUNCIL DULY ADOPTED AT A REGULAR MEET¬ 
ING; AND TO PROVIDE FURTHER THAT THE CITY COUN¬ 
CIL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO MEET IN EXECUTIVE 
SESSION, WHICH SHALL BE CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC, IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPLICABLE PROVISIONS OF 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF THE PUBLIC GENERAL LAWS 
OF MARYLAND (1984), 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a pant of the Charter of the City of Grenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 26th day of November, 
1986, unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which 
shall be the 17th day of November. 1986, there shall !be presented 
to the Council of the City of Grenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty 
percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the Voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.
